Thla cntemporary writer Is Arthur Isaac KcndalL dean 
of Northwestern university, Chicago, and tho title of 
his work !s "Civilization and tbq Microbe." 


From Dean Kendall's work it 1s learned that bac- 


teria, germs or microbes are so small that fifteen mil- 
lions of millions, of 'them will weigh less tnan an ounce. 


Some of them kill us, yet we could not possibly Oo 


without thenx There arc three groups Into which bac- 
teria arc divided, the spherical ones iielng called cocci, 
the rod shaped ones bacilli and tho cork.-scrcw shaped 
ones spirella. Ail are calorfcs. The bacillus which causua 
typhoid fever, and which Is of the^aveiage size. Is about 
one-twelve-thousandlh of an Inch In length. ^Tbe flu 
bug Is about one-half that long- The bacterial Individ- 
ual grows by parturition. It first elongates somewhat 
beyond the normal length; then there Is a constriction 
about the middle, -which grows until there is a division, 
with two exactly similar cells of equal size. Little lima 
Is occupied In this process, for -within lUteen minutes 
the newly created Individual will ha-\e given birth to a 
third generation. 


Microbes have tho power of hibernating when living 


conditions do not suit them. They form -what are known 
as spores, thus Increasing1 their power .of resistance, so 
that they may withstand not only heat and drqught, but 
some chemicals and long durations of tlme^ Some spores 
may be kept in boiling water for hours, •while tho bac- 
illi of antnrax lias "been kept In dry storage for S3 years, 
coming- out Apparently as strong as ever. 


Kot «.D microbes, however, have the power of form- 


ing spores which will preserve them, and, it is because 
of this fact that it 3s possible to pasteurize milk by aim- 
ply heating it to 140 degrees, retaining it at that tem- 
perature 20 minutes and then cooling- it rapidly to 40 
degrees. "*The freezing of microbes in ice kills off most 
of them, not because of the extreme cold, but because o£ 
the crushing effect of expanding lee crystals. It Is not, 
however, safe to assume that Ice, because It Is Ice, is 
serm-frac.

She and her

peaceful for the most part, went on

occasionally. 
They 


often made raids on the white set- 
tlers and farm houses, taking- things 
to eat and" other useful articles.

Wisemann 
family 
massacre. Mrs. 
Counery was cap- 
tured. vThe 
Indians came to 
the 
AVIsemann home while Mr. and Mrs. 
AVisemann were away, having: left at 
home several children. Tho red faces 
took what 
they wanted from the 
house and then went to the barn and 
started away with a valuable cow. 
The oldest boy came out with a shot- 
sun and tried to scare tho Indians 
away. 
Incensed, the Indians butch- 
ered all tho children, and started on 
a. "war path. 
This massacre occurred near St. 
James and the whole surrounding- 
country as far south as Martlnsburg- 
was overrun and 
terrorized. 
jMrs. 
Connery, after 
being- bound and | 
Bagged, was left for a time and suc- 
ceeded in loosening herself from her 
bonds and after a thrilling exper- 
ience, made good her escape. 
Mr. Wiseman, who died only a few 
years, ago rowed vengeance on the 
Indians and for years laid in ambush, 
shooting* 'every 
Indian 
who 
came 
with rifle distance. - He was such a. 
jyood shot and killed so many that 
the Indians became deathly afraid of 
him, and they would go miles around 
In order to escape his sine shot.
